H. Day, prominent in

world 
of 
Tulsa, 
passed 
through 
here yesterday, 
en 
route to Tulsa 
Conway is the youth who last week 
broke into the Pipkin drug store at 
Marshfield to get a supply of dope. 
Arrested a few days after the rob­ 
bery, Conway was 
locked 
up and 
charged with burglary. At first he de­ 
nied the charge 
and 
gave 
an as­ 
sumed name, but 
later 
broke down 
and confessed, asking that his mother 
be notified. His mother and brother- 
in-law’ early this week 
w'ent 
to his 
rescue. Mrs. Conw’ay took with her a 
certified check for $3,500. She did not 
even know the nature of the difficul­ 
ty in which her son was, 
but ans­ 
wered the sheriff’s wire to “come at 
once.” 
Conway 
waived 
his 
preliminary 
hearing and was hound over to the 
circuit court for trial. He was releas­ 
ed on a bond of $500 put. up by his 
mother. 
Mrs. Conway said that she cud not 
know where her son became addict­ 
ed to the use* of morphine. 
On that 
point he is reticent. 
She said that, 
some weeks ago she learned of his 
habit. When she* told him <Mat she 
was geeing to send him to some insti­ 
tution to have a cure effected, the boy 
ran away from Tulsa. 
Conway said that 
from 
Tulsa he 
went to Kansas City and from there 
started tram ping through the coun­ 
try. He walked and “hoboed” trains 
to Marshfield. Arriving at Marshfield, 
crazed for stimulant, he broke into 
the drug store. As soon as he located 
the narcotics he filled his pockets. 
Falling asleep in the store, he did 
not awaken until 5 o’clock the next 
morning. 
He then left the building 
and hid in a field outside of town. 
The 
next 
day 
he re-entered the 
town, went into another drug store 
and attem pted to buy a hypodermic 
syringe . The druggist became suspi­ 
cious and notified the sheriff. 
Con­ 
way was arrested and admitted that 
he broke into the store. 
All 
Marshfield 
sympathized 
with 
Mrs. Conway when she met her son. 
He was dressed and looked like a 
tramp. 
As soon as she learned his 
story 
Mrs. 
Conway 
immediately 
bought him clothing. 
He said that 
his cra ze for the drug was the reason 
he broke into the store and that the 
narcotics were all that he took. Noth­ 
ing else w'as missed front the store. 
Efforts will be made to have the 
case against Conway dropped, or if 
tried, to secure his parole that he may­ 
be sent, to an institution for the cure 
of the habit. 
Until he became addicted 
to

drugs Conway had charge of the deco­ 
rating department of the Tulsa Glass 
company, of w hich his brother is pres­ 
ident. 
Conway is a graduate of the 
high school at Cherryvale, Kas., and 
of a business college there.

Kyser, of F company, who seized her 
a moment later, she cried out as she 
hot the officer, “ You have ruined my 
home." 
After the shooting she seemed hys- 
rical. She said afterward she had 
never before seen Captain Spratling 
in his uniform, but that lie had trea t­ 
ed her for a nervous trouble.

asylum in that capacity.
